A SQUARE DEAL FOR THE 
SETTLER 

Is the Aim of the Western Canada 
Colonization Association. It Car 
Be Realized Through Co-opei atior 
From the Prairie Provinces. Leg 
islation Necessary to Ensure Sue 


The Manitoba Free Press 

In times of difficulty and distress 
the dependence of all sections of the 
community upon one another is le 
vealed 'far more clearly than in per- 
ods of abounding prosperity when 
the need for co-operation is not so ap¬ 
parent. 

At the moment Canada is faced 
with a problem of immense magni¬ 
tude; how to induce the rapid and 
successful development of the vacant 
lands in the West in proximity to the 
railway lines. 

The old immigration movement— 
the combined result of , many inde¬ 
pendent agencies, among them the 
Government, railways and land com¬ 
panies—was pretty well over before 
the war came to put a complete stop 
to enterprise of this character. 

Now the factors of the problem are 
so changed that the old agencies, "if 
they could be revived and got back to 
woik again, could not renew their old 
successes. Everything is changed; 
the character of the settlers required, 
the nature of the appeal that must be 
made to secure them, and the machin¬ 
ery by which they can be transported 
and placed in locations where their 
presence will be advantageous to 
themselves and of benefit to the 
country. 

The immigrants most needed are 
people who will come with a view to 
securing farm homes for themselves; 
they must have a moderate amount of 
capital now that there are no more 
free homesteads and experience in 
farm work,' or at least aptitude for it 
is desirable. There is no lack in the 
world today of people of this type ti 
whom the prospect of a home ir 
Western Canada, jf it could b> 
brought before them, would make ai 
irresistable appeal, just as there an 1 
available for them the very home 
they desire if some method can br 
found to bring the vacant lands anc 
the home-seeker'together. 

The Western Can. Colonization As- 
s’n. has come into existence in the 
expectation that it will be able t( 
render a great public service by de¬ 
vising and carrying out plans b\ 
which the desirable immigrant ir 
other lands over the sea, or south oi 
the line, will be secured, brought to 
Western Canada, placed on suitable 
land and given such encouragement 
as may be necessary to make him a 
contented and prosperous settler. 

The Western Canada Colonization 
Association will devote its energies 
primarily to inducing the right kind 
of settler to come to Canada. It will 
do this work in co-ordination with 
every agency existing or hereafter ttf 
be called in being devoted to the same 
purpose. The more the better, pro¬ 
vided they work towards a common 
object and co-operate to this end. 

The Association is not a land see¬ 
ing agency. It has no interest in any 
particular district and is not concern¬ 
ed in the disposal of privately held 
lands. Yet it is very obvious that if 
settlers are secured for Western 
Canada they will require land. If 
they can get the land they want at 
the price they can afford to pay, in a 
locality that meets their wishes, the 
plan will * work. After the . first 
thousand settlers are placed the cur¬ 
rent of immigration will set in stead¬ 
ily and will never cease until the va¬ 
cant places in the West afe filled. 

But the successful placing of the 
settlor after he is sedured is the very 
foundation stone of the enterprise; 
lacking it the movement must fail. 
The Western Canada Colonization 
Association have asked the people of 
Western Canada to attend themselves 
to this matter of such vital import¬ 
ance to them, through the agency of 
their own Provincial Governments. 

In the memorial presented to the 
Governments of Manitoba,'' Saskatche-1 
wan and Alberta by the Association, 
‘the outlines of the proposed plan are 
drawn. Briefly, each Government is 
asked to create a Land Board* for 
its Province which will list all vacant 


lands with prices fixed for two years 
and issue maps and literature show¬ 
ing the location of this land and giv¬ 
ing the facts as to the price and the 
character of the soil. Provision is 
made insuring a reasonable valuation 
and owners will be asked to name 
agents empowered to make sales. 

If this plan is carried out the West¬ 
ern Canada Colonization Association 
and eveiy other immigration agency 
operating outside of Canada will be 
able to put into the hands of the 
prospective immigrant the informa¬ 
tion which will make his removal 
to a new home in Western 
Canada a business investment instead 
of a highly speculative venture. He 
will be able to decide before hand the 
district to which he is to go and he 
will know that when he arrives he 
will be able to get the land he re¬ 
quires without delay and without un¬ 
certainty. The road will be straight 
befoi c him and the goal will be in 
sight. 

The beneficial effect upon immigra¬ 
tion of an arrangement like this will 
jffer the incoming settler the assur¬ 
ance of considerate treatment and a 
square deal, will be beyond calcula¬ 
tion. It will remove too from the 
whole movement the incubus of the 
euspicion that it is a device for sell¬ 
ing land for speculators and put it in 
its proper light as a great co-opera- 
ive disinterested attempt to do a real 
public service —- that of settling Die 
empty spaees of the West with all the 
incalculable benefits that will follow, 
in which every interest and every in¬ 
dustry will share; the local municipal¬ 
ity and school district, the local mer¬ 
chant and railways, the provinces, 
the cities, and in fact the whole Do-

RED CROSS LEADS IN EDUCA¬ 
TION OF YOUNG IN HEALTH 
MINISTRY 

One of the most interesting phases 
of the pc*ce time program of the 
Red Cross Society is the establish¬ 
ment of Junior; Red Cross, members 
of which are school children. 

The Provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta lead all other parts of the 
British Empire in the number of Red 
Cross Juniors, and each of those prov¬ 
inces aim to enlist a Junior member¬ 
ship of 60,000 by the end of the Mem¬ 
bership Enrolment, June 11. 

The following are the objects of the 
Junior Red Cross Movement. 

.1. To enlist’the services of our 
children and yoong people on behalf 
of suffering childhood and the needs of 
those children less fortunately situat¬ 
ed than themselves, whether at. home 
jr abroad, especially children of sol- 
liers or those suffering as a result of 
he Great War. 

2. To encourage through unselfish 
( acrifice and the knowledge of hu- 

nan needs those broadening interests 
md intelligent-- sympathies which 
cake for a growth of true citizenship 
md a better understanding between 
lations and peoples. 

3. To furnish to children and 
people a useful and healthy outlet for 
their energies and definite purposes 

or which their talents may be em¬ 
ployed. 

4. Through Junior Branches to 
make Red Cross service applicable 
generally to the .health and sodlal 
needs of children and young people. 

Modern science has found that a 
great many of the diseases of man¬ 
kind are prevenfable; and before the 
war'great progress had been made in 
arresting the spread of them, accord¬ 
ing to local Red Cross officials. But 
the war stepped in and diverted the 
attention of medical men from the 
work of arresting and preventing dis¬ 
ease to binding up the wounds of men 
broken in battle and assisting those 
who were not mortally wounded to re¬ 
gain their health as speedily as pos¬ 
sible. . 

Medical research work had demon¬ 
strated that typhus was almost ex¬ 
tinct, typhoid was being rapidly 
stamped out of civilized countries and 
smallpox was becoming infrequent. 

The active campaign of the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cioss includes much educa¬ 
tional matter for residents of the Do- 
mftjion that will prevent such dis¬ 
eases as those mentioned above from 
gaining foothold. Many diseases re¬ 
sult from unsanitary conditions and 
a too careless disregard for the things 
that bring good health and happiness. 

From June 5 to 11 the Canadian 
Red Cross will institute a member¬ 
ship campaign all across the Domin-. 
ion, in an endeavor to have every per¬ 
son who supported the Red Cross in 
wartime put their shoulders to the 
wheel for the work that will make 
this country a better plac^ to live in 
Membership in this society \>nly costs 
one dollar a year and Red Cross of¬ 
ficials anticipate that the response 
%lll b| very gratifying.

consequently agreed readily to the 
suggestion now made, and I am theire- 
fore asking the House to consent to 
this Bill being withdrawn for the 
present. 


Gen. Stewart of Lethbridge has al¬ 
ways been a strong advocate of this 
pqlicy. In order to justify themsel¬ 
ves in the eyes of the Northern Con¬ 
stituencies, the Government has un¬ 
dertaken to guarantee the bonds of 
drainage districts constituted on the 
plan similar to Irrigation Districts. 
This year the guarantees approxim¬ 
ated $1,000,000. In the case of both 
Irrigation and Drainage, each project 
must come under the general act, and 
each must secure a special act of the 
Legislature for the guarantee of its 
bonds. 

In the matter of education, the two 
outstanding features of the Legisla¬ 
ture this year were: 1. Provision for 
Secondary Consolidated Schools. 2. 
The elimination of contractual rights 
of Trustee Boards as between Teach¬ 
ers and Boards. The Legislation in 
respect to Secondary Consolidated 
Schools makes provision whereby dis¬ 
tricts may consolidate fof High 
School purposes alone.- No doubt 
these provisions will be taken advan¬ 
tage of by villages and small towns, 
and adjacent rural school districts. 
In regard to contractual rights of 
Boards, provision has been' made 
which sets down a model agreement 
whiVh must constitute the contract 
between every teachpr and his Board 
No amendments to this contract will 
be tolerated. This? and the methods 
set down for the constitution of a 
Board of Conciliation, simply means 
that the Government has rightly'or 
wrongly declared war on the. Teach¬ 
ers’ Alliance.
